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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 6-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ral et 
al. (6,337,692). 

Regarding claims 6-9, Ral discloses a video input 31 , which meets the claimed 
inputting step, and a saturation user interface 520 allowing the user to adjust the 
saturation of a selected hue (note Figures 5 and 6a), which meets the increasing step 
as claimed. Since the saturation is user adjustable, it can be adjusted to any value. 
The adjustment would have considered an intended use of the invention. In any event, 
the saturation qualification curve 518 as shown in Figure 5 is a function of the selected 
hue. It increases as it approaches the selected hue. Figure 6 shows that only the 
secondary colors are selected while the primary colors are not. By selecting the 
secondary colors, the corresponding color saturations can also be adjusted by the user. 

Regarding claims 10-13, similar to rejections to claims 6-9, Rai shows a 
luminance qualification curve 524 allowing the user to adjust the brightness of the 
selected hue in a function of the selected hue, which meets the increasing step as 
claimed. Figure 6 shows that only the secondary colors are selected while the primary 
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colors are not. By selecting the secondary colors, the corresponding color luminance 
can also be adjusted the user. 

Regarding claim 14, Rai discloses a video input 31, which meets the claimed 
inputting step, and a hue user interface 514 allowing the user to select any hue value, 
including the secondary color (note Figure 6a), which meets claimed shifting step (514). 

Conclusion

Bachmann et al. (5,282,021) shows a hue, saturation, and luminance correction means.
